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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Objection is made to the specification for not incorporating SEQ ID NO's when referring 
to nucleic acid or amino acid sequences. 37 CFR 1.821(d) requires the use of the assigned 
sequence identifier (e.g. SEQ I.D. NO: X) in all instances where the description or claims of a 
patent application discuss sequences. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 6-7, 9, 1 1, 15, 17, 19, 21 and 23, drawn to an isolated dwf7 
polynucleotide; a vector, host cell, transgenic plant, and method comprising said 
polynucleotide, classified in class 800, subclass 298 for example. 

II. Claim 6, drawn to a probe or primer comprising at least 1 5 contiguous 
nucleotides, classified in class 536, subclass 24.33 for example. 

III. Claim 13, drawn to a method of producing a DWF7 polypeptide, classified in 
class 435, subclass 69.1 for example. 

Claim 6 is generic to Inventions I and II and will be examined to the extent that it is 
drawn to the elected invention. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons 

4. Inventions I and II are unrelated to each other. Applicant is reminded that nucleotide 
sequences either encoding different proteins or specifying specific expression patterns are 
structurally distinct chemical compounds and are unrelated to one another, as are different 
proteins structurally distinct chemical compounds and unrelated to one another. These 
sequences are thus deemed to normally constitute independent and distinct inventions within 
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the meaning of 35 U.S.C. 121. Absent evidence to the contrary, each such sequence is presumed 
to represent an independent and distinct invention, subject to a restriction requirement pursuant 
to 35 U.S.C. 121 and 37 CFR 1.141 et seq (see MPEP 803.04 and 2434). This requirement is not 
to be construed as a requirement for an election of species, since each nucleotide and amino acid 
sequence is not a member of a single genus of invention, but constitutes an independent and 
patentably distinct invention. 

5. Inventions I and II and Invention III are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the nucleic acid molecules of Inventions I and 
II can be used in hybridization reactions. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and the literature and sequence 
searches required for each of the Groups are not required for another of the Groups, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143). 

8. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the
